Germany Favored in China 


The Germans have got off very easily in th2 Chinese mix-up. 
Hardly any of their people have been molested. 
The turbulent 
natives seem to have made a special effort to treat the Germans 
with kindness and respect. 
This, a Kansas editor suggests, is not because of any German 
threats, but precisely the opposite. 
Germany has had no gun­ 
boats on the Chinese rivers, no sailors and marines in Chinese 
seaports. 
She has not blustered either militarily or diplomati­ 
cally. 
* 
There may have been no particular virtue in this. Germany 
is not in position to do much foreign blustering at present. And 
there have been times when she used the mailed fist in China, far 
worse than some of the other powers have done in the recent un­ 
pleasantness. The matter is merely mentioned now to show at 
least a remarkable coincidence. 
Germany has not used Yores in Ohvna, and German citizens 
have been well treated, and Germany is bein# favored in Chinese 
trade. There is probably a useful lesson in this for other powers. 


New Troubles in Ireland 


The belief, recently current in this country, that De Valera 
was no longer a force to be reckoned with in Ireland, proved to 
have been wrong. His party in the recent national election car­ 
nied enough parliamentary districts to threaten the present Irish 
government, and even the existence of the Irish Republic as now 
constituted. 
The Fianna Fail, headed by De Valera, is still a minority 
party. 
But there is no clear majority in the parliament, so a 
new ministry is expected. 
What part De Valera and his uncompromising followers, 
demanding complete independence for Ireland, will take in the new 
government is not yet certain. They may continue to bar them­ 
selves from public office by refusing to take the oath of allegiance 
to* the Irish Republic. 
In that case, remaining outside, there 
would be possibility of a new civil war. 
The best thing for Ireland, apparently, would be the entrance 
of the Valera group into the Irish parliament as a minority ever 
ready to criticise and assert its own principles, but co-operating in 
the general work of government. That is the way we do things 
in the United States, where De Valera got his political training.

Increasing Speed Limit. 
■WASHINGTON, June 29.—M aryland 
traffic authorities have Increased the 
speed Busti for automotive vehicles 
and for an experim ental period at 
least m otorists may hit it up to 40 
m iles an bour on the fine highways of 
th at state. 
Heretofore the maximum 
speed perm itted has been 35 miles. 
The new m arkers have been placed 
along the state roads and traffic is 
moving at a m aterially accelerated 
pace in the Cockade state this sum ­ 
m er of 1927. 
The minimum speed limit of 15 
miles an hour in certain places re­ 
m ains the same, nor have the 29- 
miie and 25-mile limits been moved up 
to correspond with the increase in 
the maximum. 
In a few places the 
35-mile m arkers are still to be found, 
controlling 
stretches 
of 
roadway 
where it was not deemed advisable to 
perm it the extra five miles an hour. 
T h is is an jg p erim cn t that will be 
w atched w irab le* * fa ttie st by offi­ 
cials and automobile people generally. 
Sharp differences 
of 
opinion 
have 
been expressed by traffic experts a 3 
to its wisdom. Some of them contend 
th a t highway congestion has made it 
not only wise but imperative, and say 
th at inasmuch as a 40-mile speed has 
been tacitly 
perm itted 
already in 
many places the legal limit should ae 
advanced accordingly. Anyhow, traf­ 
fic must be speeded up in some way. 
O thers insist th at 35 miles an hour 
is the highest speed at which motor 
vehicles can be operated and kept 
under control to a degree essential to 
traffic safety. They admit that where 
allowed 35 many motorists have been 
accustom ed to drive 40 and even 45 
miles an hour, and their violations of 
the regulations have been winked at

SAN FRANCISCO, June 29—W ith 
San Francisco far behind and Honolu­ 
lu, the goal, w ithin striking distance, 
the giant arm y 
Fokker monoplane 
was roaring over the Pacific oceau 
early today. 
Piloted by Lieut. L ester M aitland 
and navigated by Lieut. Hegenberger, 
the monoplane took off from the Oak­ 
land municipal airport at 7:08 o'clock 
yesterday morning.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 29—With 
San Francisco far behind and Honolu­ 
lu, the goal, within striking distance, 
the giant army 
Fokkev monoplane 
was roaring over the Pacific ocean 
early today. 
Piloted by Lieut. Lester Maitland 
and navigated by Lieut. Hegenberger, 
the monoplane took tiff from the Oak­ 
land municipal airport at 7:08 o'clock 
yesterday morning. 
The 
big 
monoplane—christened 
“The Bird of Paradise”—got away on 
a perfect take-off. 
A few moments later it was dron­ 
ing over the Pacific, its three motors 
hitting on all cylinders. 
The monoplane moved toward Us 
goal with clock like regularity as the 
daylight hours passed and the intre­ 
pid flyers were more than half way to 
the goal as dusk enveloped them. 
Sighted by Steamer. 
The flyers were last sighted yester­ 
day afternoon by the steamer Sonoma. 
They were 724 miles west of San 
Francisco. The motors of the Fokker 
plane were still working perfectly us 
it passed to the side of the steamer 
and winged its way toward the set­ 
ting sun. 
At 8:30 o’clock last uight, the steam­ 
er President Cleveland reported that 
the plane 
was communicating with 
the steamer President Pierce by radio. 
Lieut. Hegenberger 
was requesting 
the Pierce for bearings. 
When this 
communication 
was overheard, the 
Cleveland was 1,140 miles from Halt 
Francisco. 
Although the monoplane flew info a 
mild rain storm in 
mid-ocean, 
the 
weather last night favored the flier-1 
The skies are still overcast off Hone* 
lulu, but the fliers had the advantage 
of a tail wind during the late hours 
of last night. Advices received from 
Honolulu then 
reported 
the 
wind 
blowing 
at the rate of 3t miles un 
hour at a 2,000 foot altitude. 
With this wind at their back and 
the gasoline supply becoming lighter, 
the army officers were able to in­ 
crease the speed of the monoplane. 
At I o’clock this morning no further 
word had been heard cf the plane. 
But it is thought that it was still ca­ 
reening through space, with victory 
perched in the cockpit along with the 
two brave airmen. 
Hungry and Want Cigarette.

I ne'‘rating Speed Limit. 
WASHINGTON, June 29 —Maryland 
traffic authorities have increased the 
speed limti for automotive vehicle* 
and for an experimental period at 
least motorists may hit it up to 40 
mi Its un hour on the fine highways of 
that rtatc. 
Heretofore the maximum 
speed permitted has been 35 milos. 
The new markers have been placed 
along the state roads and traffic is 
moving at a materially accelerated 
pace in the Cockade state this sum 
mer cf 1927. 
The minimum speed limit of 
miles an hour in certain places 
mains the same, nor have the 29 
mite and 26-mile limits been moved up 
to correspond with the increase in 
the maximum. 
In a few places the 
35-mih markers are still to be found 
controlling 
stretches 
of 
roadway 
where it was not deemed advisable to 
permit the extra five miles an hour. 
TM* is an experiment that will be 
waicbed with kern interest by o ff i­ 
c ia ls and automobile people generally 
Sharp differences 
of 
opinion 
bave 
been expressed by traffic experts as 
to its wisdom. Some of them contend 
that highway congestion bas made it 
not only wise but imperative, and say 
that inasmuch as a 40 mile speed ha* 
been tacitly 
permitted 
already 
many places the legal limit should 
advanced accordingly. Anyhow, traf­ 
fic must be speeded up in some way. 
Others insist that 36 miles an lou r 
is the highest speed at which motor 
vehicles can be operated and kept 
under control to a degree essential to 
traffic safety. They admit that where 
allowed 35 many motorists have been 
accustomed to drive 40 and even 45 
miles an hour, and their violations of 
the regulations have been winked at 
by officers unless it was manifestly a 
case of 
reckless driving, but they 
argue that this is the most serious 
objection to raising the legal limit. 
Motorists who have been driving 40 
and 45 miles an hour and getting 
away with it, they say, will now step 
on thq gaR and go 45 and 50. Given 
an inch, they will take an ell—a trait 
in human nature that was discovered 
several centuries before there was 
such a thing as a speed or traffic 
problem, and noted by John Hay­ 
wood in his ‘T roverbes” in 1546. 
Where the Danger lies. 
This exceeding the speed limit by ;l* 
few motorists under th* old regui;. 
tions was not such a seiious matter, 
it is contended, because the great ma 
jority of drivers kept well within the 
law and with the bulk of the traffic 
moving at 35 miles or less, the 40 aud 
46-milers could flash In and out and 
along and rarely 
jeopardize 
them­ 
selves or others. 
But with the bulk 
of the traffic speeded up to 40 miles, 
the speeders who insist upon going 
faster than anybody else become a 
positive menace. 
The point 
is also made that there 
are many drivers who, conscious of 
their own 
limitations or 
those of 
their mechanics, never attempted to 
make more than 25 or 30 miles, and 
they could no that, or even drop down 
to 22 or 20, without balling up traffic 
with the limit at 35 miles. 
With a 
40 mile 
maximum, 
however, 
these 
drivers will be compelled to increase 
their rate or get run over or pushed 
off the road, and the extra speed 
they will eassy will be just enough to 
make them and their ears serious 
traffic dangers—possibly more seri­ 
ous than the speedsters and their m a­ 
chines. 
The experts who favor the increas­ 
ed speed limit admit the force of 
ther’s these arguments, but they still insist. 
that the 35-mile limit breeds relative­ 
ly the same traffic menaces and at the 
same time makes for congestion on 
the highways. If they could have their 
way about it there would be no speed 
limit.

Lester Maitland 
and navigated by Lieut. Hegenberger, 
the monoplane took off from the Oak­ 
land municipal airpori at 7:08 o'clock 
yesterday morning. 
The

monoplane- christened 
"The Bird of Paradise"—got away on 
a perfect take off. 
A few moments later it was dron­ 
ing over the Pacific, its three motors 
hitting on all cylinders. 
The monoplane moved toward Its 
goal with clock like regularity a* the 
daylight bour* passed and the Int...:* 
pid flyers were more than half way to 
tile goal as dusk enveloped them. 
Sighted by Steamer. 
The flyers were last sighted yester­ 
day afternoon by the steamer Sonoma.

The motors of the Fokker 
plane were still working perfectly us 
it trussed to the side of the steamer 
aud winged its way toward the set­ 
ting sun. 
At 8:30 o’clock last night, the steam­ 
er President Cleveland reported that 
the plane 
was communicating whh 
the steamer President Pierce by radio. 
Lieut. Hegenberger 
was requesting 
the Pierce for bearings. 
When this 
communication 
was overheard, the 
Cleveland was 1,140 miles from San 
Francisco. 
Although the monoplane flew into n 
mild rain storm In 
mid-ocean,

weather laid night favored the flier-' 
The skies are still overcast off Hono 
lulu, but the fliers had the advantage 
of a tall wind during the late hours 
of last night. Advices received from

With this wind at their back and 
the gasoline supply becoming lighter, 
the army officers were able to in­ 
crease the speed of the monoplane.
